The amendment filed on 6/3/04 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn to a 
non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because 
the instant claims have been amended to recite "a method of dry wrinkle resisting clothing comprising tiie step of applying a fabric 
treating composition to said clothing" which is materially different and patentably distinct from the originally elected invention drawn 
to a fabric treating composition. The method as now recited by the instant claims would require a separate search from the originally 
elected composition due to its separate classification.
